Apart  from  the  normal  examination  of  food  intended 
for  human  consumption,  the  inspection  and  salvage  sorting  of 
foodstuffs  damaged  by  enemy  action  is  a  problem  demanding  time 
and  vigilance. 

Food  Samples. 

As  a  precautionary  measure,  various  samples  have 
been  obtained  to  determine  the  quality  of  gelatine  used  for  trade 
purposes.  Unfortunately  gelatine,  for  which  a  considerable  de¬ 
mand  exists,  has  become  scarce,  with  the  result  that  alternative 
sources  of  supply  have  been  explored  to  meet  this  deficiency. 
Roughly,  gelatine  may  be  classified  as  edible  or  industrial,  the 
latter  while  of  good  quality  could  not  be  considered  as  fit  for 
human  consumption,  since  amongst  other  things  it  would  in  all 
probability  contain,  sulphur  dioxide,  zinc,  copper  and  arsenic  in 
considerable  quantities. 
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The  results  of  such  examination  are  shown  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  table  (figures  indicate  P.P.M.),  and  having  regard  to  the 
relaxed  war-time  limits  may,  with  the  exception  of  Sample  “  A,’' 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  samples  of  gelatine 
have  been  surrendered  and  destroyed.

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MILK  PRODUCTION.  Proposed  change  of  control. 

The  mere  transference  of  powers  from  the  Local  Authorities 
to  a  Ministry  should  in  itself  accomplish  much.  It  will  soon  be 
appreciated  that  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  proper  accom¬ 
modation  for  cows  together  with  clean  and  careful  methods  of 
milk  production  are  nothing  less  than  essentials  that  will  have  the 
force  and  backing  of  a  Government  Department.  So  far  as  this 
district  is  concerned,  it  must  be  conceded  that  during  the  last  five 
years  effort  has  been  made  to  see  that  the  supply  of  milk  in  the 
area  is  both  clean  and  free  from  Tuberculosis.
